The  most  easy  way  pf  keeping  hams 
perfectly  is  to  wrap  and  tie  them  in  pa¬ 
per,  and  pack  them  in  boxes  or  barrels 
with  ashes.  The  ashes  most  fill  all  in- 
terxtioes,  but  mast  not  touch  the  hams, 
as  it  absorbs  the  fat.  It  keeps  them 
sweet,  and  protects  from  all  kinds  of  in¬ 
sects.  » 

Cream  tartar,  citric  and  tartaric  acids, 
bicarbonate  of  soda,  and  essences  should 
be  Igupt  in  corked  glass  jars.  Hal  volatile  * 
mud  be  kept  in  a  large-month  bottle, 
with  a  ground  glass  stopper  to  make  it 
air  tight.  Use  cold  water  in  dissolving 
it.  It  most  be  powdered. 

Coffee  it  is  best  to  boy  by  the  bag,  as 
it  improve*  by  keeping.  Let  it  hang  in 
a  bag  in  a  dry  place,  and  it  loses  its  rank  , 
smell  and  taste.  It  is  poor  eoonomy  to 
bur  grouud  coffee,  as  it  often  has  other 
articles  mixed,  and  loses  flavor  by  keep¬ 
ing  after  it  ia  ground. — House/told. 

A  Mtamp  Palter. 

The  most  effective  stump  puller  is 
readily  made  by  any  mechanic.  It  con¬ 
sists  «f  a  very  strong  lever  made  of  tough 
timber,  strengthened  with  iron  plates 
where  the  heaviest  strain  will  oome. 
The  lever  should  be  sixteen  or  eighteen 
feet  long.  A  very  strong  clevis  is  fitted 
about  six  inches  from  the  end,  and  a 
Heoond  a  foot  from  .the  first.  These 
clevises  are  doable,  so  that  they  can  be 
used  on  each  side  of  the  lever.  Two 
Hteong  chains,  twelve  to  twenty  feet  long, 
are  procured,  and  two  smaller  ones 
' ’about  eight  feet  loDg.  The  longest 
krhain  is  passed  around  a  large  stump, 
and  hooked  on  to  the  second  clevis.  A 
chain  is  then  passed,  around  the  nearest

Bsrah  Conklin  was  s  schoolgirl  not 
eleven  yean  of  age,  bright  and  good  na- 
tured,  the  adopted  daughter  of  a  farmer 
living  in  Ratland  township,  New  York.

In  this  manner, 
a  few  inches  at  a  time,  the  stump  is 
torn  out  of  its  place.  This  machine  can 
be  made  by  any  wagon  maker  or  black¬ 
smith,  and  can  be  carried  anywhere.

Reaching 
home,  he  found  she  had  not  yet  ar¬ 
rived.  Calling  to  Gibson,  a  man  who 
was  in  his  house,  he  requested  him  to 
take  a  lantern  and  search  the  woods. 

He  himself  put  his  horse  up  in  tho 
barn,  and  lighting  another  lautern,  hur¬ 
ried  after  Gibson,  who  had  already  set 
out  across  the  fields.  On  his  way  he 
met  Gibson  returning.  The  latter  had 
searched  the  woods,  but  found  nothing. 
Conklin  resolved  to  examine  them  him¬ 
self,  and  meanwhile  Gibson,  at  his  re¬ 
quest,  hastened  to  tho  nearest  farmhouse 
for  assistance  iu  the  search.  This  was 
the  house  of  the  Humphreys. 

Conklin  went  around  the  woods  to  the 
side  nearest  the  schoolhou.se  and  fur¬ 
thest  from  his  own  place.  By  the  dim 
light  of  the  lantern  he  discovered  his 
daughter’s  footsteps  in  the  snow,  and 
followed  them  into  the  woods,  losing 
them  occasionally,  but  finding  them 
again.  In  the  heart  of  ihia  patch  of 
trees  there  was  a  pile  of  felled  wood,  to 
which  the  steps  led,  and  there  stopped. 
The  ground  around  the  spot  was  worn 
and  scratched  as  though  it  had  been 
trampled  on.

We  have  a  habit,  says  a  correspondent, 
of  keeping  a  pail  of  filtered  water  with 
ice  in  it,  in  a  cool  place  at  the  head  of 
the  cellar  stairs.

They  possess  a  mouth  and 
alimentary  canal,  bat  are  not  provided 
with  a  distinct  anal  aperture.  The  sexes 
are  distinct,  and  leave  the  bodies  which 
they  infest,  in  order  to  breed. 

Crawlee  Early  Potato**. 

T.  B.,  in  the  Times,  says:  “I 
give  some  of  your  readers  a  valuable 
hint  on  growing  early  potatoes,  pratioed 
br  mj self  in  the  West.  It  is  as  follows: 
Take  some  green  sod,  lay  it  in  a  warm 
cellar,  grass  down ;  aiit  potatoes,  lay 
them  eyes  downward  on  the  mold  in  a 
slight  impression  on  the  sod.  cloeely  to¬ 
gether,  leaving  room  to  cut  out  with  a 
knife  the  pieoe  of  sod  on  which  each 
slip  ia  placed  before  transplanting  them 
into  the  garden.  Regulate  the  time  so 
as  not  to  allow  the  bad  to  be  over  two 
inches  long  at  the  time  of  transplanting, 
leaving  the  top  of  the  bad  exposed  to 
the  air,  and  covering  over  with  manure 
to  protect  them  from  frost,  occasionally 
dusting  a  little  vegetable  soil  with  tho 
hand  around  each  vine.  ’’

The  significant  marks  of  fin¬ 
ger  nails  on  her  hands,  and  the  tight¬ 
ened  condition  of  her  scarf  were  not 
noticed  by  them  at  the  time.  Some  hops 
was  oonceived  of  restoring  animation  by 
warm  applications,  friction,  and  other 
means,  but  such  efforts  were  of  course 
unavailing. 

Che  notion  that  the  girl  had  oome  to 
her  death  by  an  accidental  fall  curiously 
remained  prevalent  for  some  time.  It 
was  too  plainly  evident  that  the  poor 
innocent  child  had  been  brutally  mur¬ 
dered. 

With  the  Humphreys  lived  Frank 
Rattan,  a  boy  of  seventeen,  assisting  in 
the  farm  work.  This  boy  was  fastened 
on  as  the  murderer.  It  was  conjectured 
that,  knowing  the  hour  at  which  Sarah 
would  be  on  her  homeward  way,  and  the 
path  she  would  take,  he  went  to  the 
woods  shortly  before  the  probable  time 
of  her  arrival,  and  stationed  himself  be¬ 
hind  the  woodpile  to  which  Conklin 
traced  her  footsteps.

Mr.  Gal  ton,  in  an  article  in  an  Eng- 
liah  magazine  on  twins,  cites  many  mis¬ 
takes  made  by  near  relatives.  Notwith¬ 
standing  the  tying  of  distinguishing 
ribbons  to  them  one  is  often  fed,  phys¬ 
icked  or  whipped  by  mistake  for  the 
other.  In  one  case  a  doubt  remains 
whether  the  children  were  not  changed 
in  their  bath;  in  another,  an  artist  en¬ 
gaged  to  paint  the  portraits  of  twins, 
had  to  lay  aside  his  work,  and  when  he 
resumed  it  could  not  say  to  whioh  child 
the  respective  likenesses  belonged.  In 
many  iustances  tutors  could  not  distin¬ 
guish  between  their  pupils.  One  twin 
sister  would  take  two  music  lessons  on 
the  same  day  to  give  the  other  a  holi¬ 
day.  Two  twins  were  fond  of  playing 
tricks,  and  complaints  were  frequently 
made ;  but  the  boys  wonld  never  own 
which  was  the  guilty  one,  and  the  com¬ 
plainants  were  never  certain  which  of 
the  two  he  was.  One  head  master  used 
to  say  ho  would  never  flog  the  innocent 
for  the  guilty,  aud  another  used  to  flog 
both.  One  twin  brothei  visited  another 
at  college,  and  tho  porter  refused  to  let 
him  out  btifcaufe  be  did  not  know  which 
was  entitled  to  depart.  Other  brothers 
constantly  changed  partners  at  balls 
without  discovery.  Children  are  usual¬ 
ly  quick  in  distinguishing  between  their 
parent  and  his  or  her  twin;  but  Mr.  Gal- 
ton  found  two  cases  to  the  contrary.  He 
knows  of  four  or  five  instances  of  doubt 
regarding  an  engagement  of  -mairirtgo. 
Thus :  **A.  married  fliet,  but  both 
twins  met  the  lady  together  for  the  first 
time,  and  fell  in  love  with  her  there  and 
then.  A.  managed  to  see  her  home  and 
to  gain  her  affection,  though  B.  went 
sometimes  courting  in  his  place,  and 
neither  the  lady  nor  her  parents  could 
tell  which  was  which."  One  lady  re¬ 
marks  that  kissing  her  twin  sister  was 
like  kissing  a  port  of  herself,  as  her 
hand,  aud  not  like  kissing  another  per¬ 
son.  The  author  suggests  an  experi¬ 
ment — to  try  how  far  dogs  could  distin- 
bet-veen  twins  by  scent. 

Ol  strange  unstakea  between  twins  iu 
middle  life  two  cases  are  cited — one 
where  an  officer  returned  from  India  af¬ 
ter  four  i  oars’  absence  was  address¬ 
ed  by  his  father  :  “  I  thought  you  were 
in  London  ;’’  another  where  an  aged 
mother  had  nervously  expected  tbs  re¬ 
turn  of  her  son  from  India,  h  s  ship  be¬ 
ing  overdue,  and  when  he  entered,  said 
to  him,  mistaking  him  for  tho  brother 
who  lived  with  her :  “  No,  no ;  it’s  a 
bad  joke ;  you  know  bow  anxious  I 
am.  ”  As  a  carious  feature  Mr.  Galtou 
notes  the  apparent  interchangeableness, 
both  of  expression  and  character. 

In  seven  of  the  thirty-five  cases  of 
close  similarity  both  twins  suffered  from 
some  special  ailment  or  had  some  ex¬ 
ceptional  peculiarity.  Two  sisters  had 
the  defect  of  uot  being  able  to  come 
down  stairs  quickly,  which  was  not  born 
with  them  but  came  at  the  age  of 
twenty.  Another  pair  of  twins  have  a 
slight  oongoultal  flexure  oi  one  of  the 
joints  of  the  little  finger  ;  it  was  in¬ 
herited  from  a  gran  mother,  bnt  neither 
parents,  brothers  or  sisters  show  the 
least  tra?e  of  it.  In  another  case  one 
was  born  ruptured,  and  the  other  be¬ 
came  so  at  six  months  old.  Two  twins 
at  the  age  of  twenty-three  were  attacked 
by  the  toothache,  and  the  same  tooth 
had  to  be  extracted  iu  each  case. 

There  are  curious  and  close  corre¬ 
spondences  mentioned  iu  the  falling  off 
of  the  hair.  Two  case®  are  mentioned  of 
death  from  the  same  disease  ;  in  one  a 
brother  died  of  Bright’s  disease,  and  the 
survivor  died  of  the  satne  complaint 
seven  months  afterward.  Iu  nine  out 
of  the  thirty  five  cases  it  appears  that 
both  are  apt  to  sicken  at  the  same  time. 
There  also  cited  the  recorded  instances 
of  pathological  resemblanoe  in  twin 
brothers  afflicted  with  asthma  and  rheu¬ 
matic  optbalmta,  and  hi  ttfo  insane 
brothers.  In  the  latter  case  both 
brothers  considered  themselves  subject 
to  persecution  by  the  same  enemies  who 
adopted  the  same  means,  and  even  when 
oou fined  in  separate  asylums  they  would, 
at  irregular  intervals  of  time  but  usually 
ou  the  same  day,  rouse  themselves  from 
their  prostration,  make  the  same  com¬ 
plaint  of  detention  and  desire  liberation. 
Mr.  Galton  sent  the  facte  in  this  case  to 
the  prominent  physicians  to  the  insane 
in  England,  askiug  if  they  had  ever 
witnessed  anything  similar,  and  received 
in  reply  three  noteworthy  instances, 
though  none  as  exact  in  their  parallel¬ 
ism.  Another  carious  French  case  of 
insanity  in  twins  is  described  by  Baume. 

In  atevuu  oat  of  thirty-five  instances 
similarity  hi  the  association  of  ideas  is 
noted.  They  make  the  same  remarks  on 
the  same  oocasion,  begin  singing  the 
some  song  at  the  some  moment,  and  bo 
on;  or  one  will  oommenoe  a  sentence 
and  the  other  finish  it.  Jm  one  case  one 
twin,  who  happene  1  to  be  at  a  town  in 
Scotland,  bought  a  set  of  champagne 
glasses  which  caught  his  attention,  aa  a 
surprise  $>r  his  hrodher,  while  at  the 
same  time  that  brother,  Deing  in  Eng¬ 
land,  bought  a  frimi  ar  set  of  precisely 
the  some  pattern  os  a  surprise  for  him. 

In  sixteen  out  of  thirty-five  case#  the 
tastee  and  dispositions  are  described  as 
closely  similar;  in  the  remaining  nine¬ 
teen  they  were  mtich  alike,  but  subject 
to  certain  named  differences,  whioh  were 
always  those  of  intensity  or  energy. 

From  all  these  facts  Mr.  Galton  de¬ 
duces  the  conclusion  that  Ahe  resem¬ 
blanoe  between  twins  is  not  superficial, 
but  extremely  intimate.  The  twins  were 
in  the  cases  summarized  reared  exactly 
alike  up  to  their  early  manhood  and 
womanhood;  then  the  conditions  of  their 
lives  changed — what  change  of  condi¬ 
tions  has  produced  the  moot  variation  1 
The  replies  showed  that  the  parents  as¬ 
cribed  what  dissimilarity  there  was 
wholly,  or  almost  wholly,  to  some  form 
of  illness.  In  only  a  very  few  oases  is 
there  some  allusion  to  the  dissimilarity 
being  partly  due  to  the  combined  no¬ 
tion  of  many  small  inflnenoes,  and  in  no 
case  is  it  largely,  much  lees  wholly,  as¬ 
cribed  to  that  cause.  In  not  a  single  in¬ 
stance  is  there  a  word  about  the  growing 
dissimilarity  being  due  to  the  action  of 
the  firm  free  will  of  one  or  both  of  the 
twins,  whioh  had  triumphed  over  natural 
tendencies.

Startling  Statement  of  Local  Debt*. 

Ex -Governor  Howard,  of  Rhode  Inl¬ 
and,  writes  as  follows  to  a  fln.nrowi  joax- 
d&1:  We  are  enlarging  oar  State  and 
municipal  debts  faster  than  we  are  di¬ 
minishing  the  Rational  debt  by  $50,000,- 
000  yearly.  Five  years  ago  the  muni¬ 
cipal  indebtedness  of  the  whole  country 
was  a  little  in  exoees  of  $928,000,000;  to¬ 
day  the  aggregate  debt  of  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Brooklyn  and 
Boston  exoeeda  this  earn  by  $4,000,000. 
This  class  of  obligations  haa  doablea  its 
volume  since  1870.  The  population  of 
New  York  is  only  one-third  that  of  Lon¬ 
don,  while  its  debt  ia  five  tinea  aa  large. 
The  interest  on  the  national  debt  of 
Great  Britain  is  more  than  that  on  oar 
national  debt;  bat  when  we  oome  to  in¬ 
terest  on  local  indebtedneaa,  tike  amount 
which  we  are  colled  upon  to  pay  is  six 
times  as  much  as  the  people  of  Great 
Britain  are  required  to  contribute  for 
that  purpose.
